DUDLEY College has 
missed out on £10million of 
funding to open a University 
Technical College in the 
heart of the town. 

Principal Lowell William 
spoke of his disappointment 
after the Government re¬ 
jected the application, which 
had been submitted in part¬ 
nership with Aston Univer¬ 
sity, Birmingham. 

The cash would have been 
used for a centre which 
would have specialised in 
engineering and manufac¬ 
turing in 2014. 

It would have been built 
on land off Priory Road to 
cater for up to 600 students 
aged 14 to 19. 

The Smethwick-based 
Hadley Group and the 
Thomas Dudley Group had 
supported the bid. 

Schools in the borough 
would also have benefited. 

Mr Williams said: “We felt 
it was a strong bid so we are 
obviously disappointed that 
we’ve not been succesful. 

“The strength of our bid 
was the different ways we 
would have collaborated 
with schools and the Dudley 
Sixth A-level centre but 
obviously that did not fit 
with what they were looking 
for.” 

The firms would have pro¬ 
vided work placements for 
students and staff and run- 
run masterclasses. 

Walsall’s bid for a college 
was successful.

Business 
park plan 
wins full 
backing 

PLANS to build a £120 mil¬ 
lion business park in Coseley 
have been welcomed by 
councillors. 

They described it as one of 
the best regeneration 
schemes for many years. 

A 66-acre site will have 
houses, a supermarket, busi¬ 
ness units, car showroom 
and wholesale warehouse, 
creating 1,300 jobs. 

The units will house new 
and existing firms. 

A community hall and 
full-size football pitch will 
also be created on the site, 
which stretches between 
Birmingham New Road and 
Sedgley Road West. 

Outline plans were unan¬ 
imously backed by Dudley 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee members on Monday. 

Councillor Colin Wilson 
said: “I am pleased we have 
got an exciting and diverse 
application. I don’t think I 
have ever seen an applica¬ 
tion so diverse.” 

He continued: “I am cer¬ 
tain it will attract a large 
number of permanent jobs, 
definitely hundreds, possibly 
even thousands.” 

Fellow committee member 
Councillor Tim Wright, 
appealed to developers to 
revamp the site in one go 
instead of doing the work 
out on a piecemeal basis. 

“It’s one of the most excit¬ 
ing regeneration projects 
put forward but please bring 
it all together as one, not 
one bit at a time,” he said.

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Newspaper for blind axed to save cash 


A TALKING newspaper created by 
the Beacon Centre for the Blind is 
being axed after the charity fell 
£250,000 short in fundraising. 

Bosses at the 137-year-old charity 
say seven jobs are also under threat 
as they make savings to cope with 
the downturn. 

The newspaper is used by 350 
blind and partially sighted people 
but the centre in Wolverhampton 
Road East, Sedgley, will now refer 


them to another service which is 
provided by a different charity 
because of lack of funding. 

Beacon centre chief executive Ian 
Ferguson said the charity was look¬ 
ing to protect front line services. It 
helps around 3,000 people in the 
region and has 72 apartments on 
site. 

Two years ago the charity cele¬ 
brated opening a £18 million centre. 

The charity needs around £2.5 


million a year to sustain it along 
with its 124 staff. Mr Ferguson paid 
tribute to the army of 250 volun¬ 
teers who help to keep it going but 
admitted job losses were looming. 

He said: “We’ve made a financial 
loss of nearly £250,000 this year. It’s 
covered by reserves but we have to 
take action. The only service pro¬ 
posed to be cut is the talking news¬ 
paper. Altogether there are seven 
people under threat of redundancy. 


Unfortunately, corporate fundrais¬ 
ing has fallen off a cliff and we have 
also noticed a drop in the number of 
legacies where people leave money 
in their wills.” 

Production of the newspaper is 
currently halted due to staff illness. 

Beacon readers are expected to be 
offered the chance to transfer to a 
free talking newspaper for the Black 
Country produced by the Thomas 
Pocklington Trust.

COLOURFUL character Eva Lucey, thought to 
be the first woman taxi driver in the West Mid¬ 
lands who later ran a cafe, a pub, market 
stalls and a shop, has died at the age of 85. 

Even at 70, Dudley redisent Eva’s thirst to fulfil the goals 
she set herself led her to learn how to use a computer and 
then she wrote poetry that was published. 


Along the way she mar¬ 
ried three times - and one of 
her husbands was a Hungar¬ 
ian Olympic wrestler with 
the lovable surname of Kiss. 

“Everyone looks at their 
mum and thinks there’s 
nobody like them in the 
world but our mother was 
unique,” said her daughter, 
Louise Maisonneuve, who 
now lives in Calgary, 
Canada. 

“One morning about 50 
years ago she went out 
early, dressed up and she 
went to take her Hackney 
carriage driving licence and 
she then drove taxis from 
Wolverhampton train sta¬ 
tion.” 

Spotted 

Eva, most recently living 
in Upper Gornal, Dudley, 
who had developed chronic 
lung disease, died on May 17 
at the home of her youngest 
daughter, Joan Elwell, aged 
59, in Woodsetton, Dudley. 

Her funeral was held on 
Wednesday at St Chad’s 
Church, Sedgley, followed by 
cremation at Gornal Wood. 

Originally from Fishguard 
in Pembrokeshire, her first 
marriage, to Frank Meese, 
ended in divorce. 

After five years driving 
taxis she spotted a vegetable 
shop in Blackpool and set 
her mind to turning it into a 
cafe, which she ran for 15

years. She then returned to 
the Midlands and during the 
1970s, she ran a pub which 
was then called The Cow¬ 
shed, now the Shrewsbury 
Arms, in Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, by which 
time she had married Hun¬ 
garian Olympic wrestler Ist- 
van Kiss, who died in 1989. 

After several years at the 
pub she ran a stall on Dud¬ 
ley Market, later expanding 
into an indoor stall and then 
opened a shop, called Eve’s 
in Sedgley. 

Her last husband was 
Dennis Lucey, who died in 
the late 1990s. 

Eva also leaves her eldest 
daughter, Marina Hawkins, 
aged 63, eight grandchildren 
and seven great-grandchil¬ 
dren.

A PLAN to bring speedway 
back to Dudley at a stadium 
in the shadow of the town’s 
castle has been branded a 
“complete non-starter” by 
the council leader. 

Dudley Heathens is hold¬ 
ing discussions with Gornal 
Athletic football club on a 
ground sharing proposal for 
the stadium. 

Unused land at the foot of 
Castle Hill between the 
town’s historic zoo and near 
Black Country Living 
Museum is the preferred site 
for club bosses. 

But Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks today said the 
land was already earmarked 
for a major revamp of the 
tourist attractions.

Davis to create one quarry 
and to extend the working 
life of another in the village. 

It lodged a planning appli¬ 
cation more than a year ago 
to start sand and gravel 
extractions on a 19-acre site 
off Mile Flat. 

It also applied to carry on 
using its quarry, in Enville 
Road, originally for an extra 
three years but since 
amended to 18 months. 

More than 5,500 letters of 
objection and a petition 
signed by 3,000 have been 
sent to Staffordshire County 
Council with villagers com¬ 
plaining of dust, extra traffic 
and mud on the roads. 

Dave Tyler, leader of the 
Quarries Fighting Fund, 
said he was delighted with 
the recommendations 

He said around 12 mem¬ 
bers hoped to attend the 
June 7 planning meeting. 

“This is the best possible 
news for people in the Wall 
Heath, Hinksford and Ash- 
wood areas and shows that a 
well orchestrated commu¬ 
nity campaign really does 
work,” he said. 

“Our team is relieved to 
see the council recommenda¬ 
tions but we always knew 


that we had right on our 
side.” 

A report to the committee 
said of the Mile End applica¬ 
tion: “The proposal would 
result in an unacceptable 
adverse and cumulative 
impact on local residents, 
local highway users and 
neighbouring land users in 
terms of noise, dust and traf¬ 
fic and the impact on visual 
amenity and landscape.” 

It said of the other one: 
“The proposal would result 
in an unacceptable adverse 
impacts on local residents, 
footpath and highway users 
as a result of prolonged dis¬ 
turbance in terms of noise, 
dust and traffic and pro¬ 
longed visual intrusion aris¬ 
ing from continued mineral 
extraction, backfilling the 
quarry with waste and waste 
recycling operations. 

Mike Davis, director of FG 
Davis said a “commercial 
decision” had been taken to 
fill quarry workings with 
stockpiled material. 

“This has enabled us to 
reduce the timeframe for 
extending our operations 
there to allay some of the 
points raised by people 
opposing our applications,” 
he added.

A GROUP of volunteers 
leapt off the side of Dudley 
Castle for charity in a spon¬ 
sored abseil. 

The 28 participants took 
part in the event at Dudley 
Zoo to raise funds for the 
Beacon Centre for the Blind, 
and has raised more than 
£3,000. They included visu¬ 
ally impaired daredevil 
Jamie Staunton, aged 36, 
who lives in the apartments 
at the centre. 

Jamie has previously done 
a fire walk and a walk on 
glass for the charity - and, 
following the abseil, he has 
pledged to do a sky dive later 
this year. 

Also taking the 45ft 
plunge, run by Small Heath 
firm Ackers Adventure, was 
Tim Jukes, who runs the 
centre’s Avitveyes Group, 
which treats people with 
sight impairments to trips 
out. 

The Beacon Centre for the 
Blind helps those people 
with sight loss live fuller and 
more independent lives, and 
it is the third time they have 
held a sponsored abseil to 
raise funds. 

The charity’s community 
fundraising officer Karen 
Gullick said: “We are really 
grateful to all those who 
have taken part.

RESIDENTS in a hamlet 
near Bewdley have won a 
campaign against a takeover 
bid by the country’s second 
largest parish. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council has rejected the 
request from Rock Parish 
Council to merge neighbour¬ 
ing Ribbesford - population 
341 - into its area. 

The parish council argued 
that it already supplies some 
services to Ribbesford, 
which is on the banks of the 
River Severn, although it 
does not receive any rates 
for them. 

There were cheers from 
the public gallery as the dis¬ 
trict council made the deci¬ 
sion at a meeting last week. 

Ribbesford resident David

would not reflect the two 
identities as it would result 
in the identity of Ribbesford 
being severely diluted.” 

Mr Jones-Percival said the 
vast majority of functions 
carried out by Rock Parish 
Council, including bus shel¬ 
ters and public open space, 
did not relate to Ribbesford. 

He said none of the resi¬ 
dents he had spoken to 
objected to paying a rates 
precept - but they would be 
happier to merge with 
Bewdley

VANDALS have been smashing windows and causing a nuisance at 
a grade II listed windmill in Dudley. Police are stepping up patrols at 
Ruiton Mill in Upper Gornal and a CCTV camera is due to be installed. 
Chairman of the Ruiton Mill Trust, Councillor Ken Finch, said it was 
costing hundreds of pounds to replace the broken windows. 


Delay over 
police plans 
consultation 

PLANS that would see private companies 
run some West Midlands Police departments 
have been delayed to allow for further public 
consultation. 

The force is considering £1.5 billion pro¬ 
posals that would see some of its functions, 
such as guarding crime scenes and retrieving 
CCTV footage, run by private companies. 

It was originally thought formal plans 
would be outlined at a meeting last week 
meaning the preferred bidders could also be 
revealed. 

But instead West Midlands Police Author¬ 
ity decided a revised timetable would be 
introduced to allow for further time to con¬ 
sult interested parties. The revised timetable 
means consultation will now take place until 
July at least. 

The meeting took place as more than 30 
people waved banners outside West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s Lloyd House headquarters in 
protest against the plans. 

A petition of 2,500 objectors was also 
handed to the authority prior to the meeting. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims insisted the 
changes were not just about money but also 
the “know-how that comes with it”. 

Responding to suggestions the force had 
not been open enough with proposals he said 
“we have until now being dealing with 
abstract issues.” 

He added: “We have been operating in a 
vacuum and what fills the vacuum is nega¬ 
tive views of what we are doing. 

“I’m not sure we could have done any¬ 
thing dramatically different.” 


Problems escalated in the past two 
months and windows which had already 
been replaced once, have now been dam¬ 
aged again. 

The mill in Vale Street has beds for 14 
and is used by Scouts for sleepovers and 
hosts trips by foreign exchange students. 

“They have been climbing over the gate 
into the courtyard and breaking windows 
and throwing rubbish around,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Finch. 

“We have been in touch with police and 
they are going to start using the mill some 
of their meetings. 

“We hope the presence of a police car out¬ 
side will help to deter anyone who wants to 
cause a nuisance. We are also going to have 
a CCTV camera installed. 

Problem 

“The problem is when the windows are 
broken we have to pay to replace them and 
it’s not any easy job because it is a listed 
building. 

“We also have to be very careful with our 
funds as the only money we will have com¬ 
ing in is from the groups that use the mill,” 
he said. 

“It is a wonderful building. The people 
causing the damage probably don’t know 
how great it is inside. It’s a real shame this 
keeps happening,” he added. 

The mill, built from Gornal sandstone, 
had four sails but these were destroyed and 
were too expensive to replace. In 2008 it 
was refurbished at a cost of £40,000. 

Work included a new courtyard and 
kitchen. 

The mill is behind a row of houses off the 
main street and is home to Scout groups, 
Dudley Caving Club and groups including 
astronomers and abseilers.

AS A keen fan of Formula 1,1 am able to answer the ques¬ 
tion asked by G Griffiths about why Lewis Hamilton was 
excluded from qualifying at the recent Spanish Grand Prix. 

As G Griffiths pointed out, the qualifying session is split 
into three segments, and many wondered why Lewis simply 
wasn’t excluded from the third and final segment of the ses¬ 
sion, which would have resulted in him starting 11th on the 
grid instead of last. 

The answer is contained in article 6.6.2 of the Formula 1 
Technical Regulations, which state if a fuel sample is 
required after a practice or qualifying session, then the car 
must be driven back to the pits under its own power. The 
qualifying session is seen simply as one session - it is split 
into three segments, but it is one session. As Lewis couldn’t 
drive his car back to the pits at the end of the session then 
he was excluded from the entire session, rather than from 
just one segment of the session. Many people may agree 
with G Griffiths, but the rules are there for all drivers.

A RECESSION-HIT roofer from 
Dudley has been locked up after 
turning to growing cannibis to try 
and pay off his debts. 

Andrew Phillips transformed the spare 
bedroom of his home in Tiverton Close, 
Kingswinford, into a cannabis farm. 

The grandfather was harvesting the first 
£6,600 crop when police raided the property 
on December 6, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Five plants were still being grown while 
11 others had just been picked with the help 
of his friend Rikky Bullock, aged 52, 
revealed prosecutor Mr David Lees. 

Police also discovered 22 wraps of cocaine 
and £1,160. 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, defending Phillips, 
46, said: “There was little or no work 
around for him, debts were running up and 
he decided to make some money growing 
cannabis.” 

Phillips needed help to harvest the 
cannabis and paid £100 to Bullock who was 
on bail at the time after a fatal accident 
involving his motorcycle. 

He received a 32-month jail sentence in 
March for causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

Miss Amanda Tomkins, for Bullock, said 
he needed money after starting to smoke 
cannabis as he tried to cope with the worry 
of the road crash. 

Phillips admitted possession of cocaine 
with intent to supply and producing 
cannabis. He was jailed for a total of two 
years and 10 months. 

Bullock, of Marley Road, Kingswinford, 
pleaded guilty to cannabis production and 
was sent to prison for three months.

Lens specialists in £5m 
revamp as demand rises 


A LENS manufacturer has 
invested almost £5million in 
revamping its Kidderminster base 
which bosses say could now 
bring new jobs to the town. 

Vision Labs has spent two years extend¬ 
ing the premises in Foley Grove to help it 
cope with a surge in business. Bosses say 
the revamped lens coating facility could lead 
to an increase of workers being recruited.

Specsavers founder Dame Mary Perkins 
said: “The facility at Vision Labs is the best 
I’ve seen anywhere in the world. I am 
extremely impressed. More and more cus¬ 
tomers are asking us for special coatings.”

HOUSE of Commons Speaker John Bercow 
came to Stourbridge to commemorate 
Second World War MI6 agent Frank Foley. 

Mr Bercow was at Old Swinford Hospital 
School to give the annual Frank Foley 
lecture. The MP used the occasion to high¬ 
light the importance of speaking out 
against racism and extremism. 

The visit was organised by Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin and saw the Speaker unveil 
a bus in honour of Mr Foley, who worked as 
an MI6 agent in Berlin from 1920 to 1939. 

He used his position as a passport officer 
to help hundreds of Jews escape Nazi 
Germany by giving them papers to leave. 

Following the war Foley lived in Stour¬ 
bridge until his death in 1958. 

After the lecture Mr Bercow went to 
name a National Express West Midlands 
bus after Frank Foley. 

In his lecture Mr Bercow called the 
decline in voter turnout at elections the 


“quiet crisis of UK electoral participation” 
and said polling day should become a bank 
holiday to get more people to vote 

He made the comments in front of an 
audience of school pupils and dignitaries 
and said the 32 per cent turnout in the local 
elections on May 3 was the lowest since 
2000 . 

He said: “The introduction of the Fixed 
Term Parliament bill, now Act, does create 
an opportunity. We now know that the next 
General Election is due to take place on 
May 7 2015. 

Swap 

“We also know that we always have two 
public holidays in the month of May every 
year. Why not swap one of them over so that 
the General Election date itself is a public 
holiday and a celebration of democracy? 

“This would involve no additional cost to 
business or anyone else.”

Hope for freight line 

TRANSPORT chiefs said they remain hopeful the Walsall to 
Stourbridge freight rail line will reopen in a £100 million 
scheme. Network Rail is in the process of carrying out a full 
review of rail capacity demand of freight. 

Bosses at Centro believe this review will support the case 
for reopening the line. Resignalling work is taking place in 
Walsall, which has seen activity taking place close to the M6 
at Bescot junction. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler said: “The work is part 
of a Network Rail project to re-signal the Walsall area. The 
project involves laying a short stretch of track to create a 
loop for freight trains to run around the northern junction 
of the old Walsall to Stourbridge line. 

“The loop will give freight trains coming into the Mid¬ 
lands on existing lines much easier access to the Chase Line 
heading north.” He added: “Reopening the Walsall/Stour¬ 
bridge freight line is a key element of our rail strategy and 
we are working closely with rail industry partners and the 
Governmnet on ways to fund the estimated £100 million 
cost. Network Rail is also in the process of carrying out a 
study into the demand of freight.”

A CRACKDOWN led by police in 
the Black Country has halved 
metal thefts across the West Mid¬ 
lands since the start of the year. 

Dedicated teams, uniformed patrols, DNA 
property marking and tighter checks on 
traders have been credited with the 52 per 
cent drop in metal thefts. 

It has been most marked in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall. 

The drop bucks the national trend high¬ 
lighted in figures from the Association of 
British Insurers that suggest around 1,000 
offences a week are reported in the UK with 
numbers doubling over the past five years. 

A total of 1,062 metal thefts were 
recorded in the West Midlands between the 
start of the year and March 30 compared to 
2,222 over the same period 12 months ago. 

Among the schemes introduced to try to 
further reduce the number of thefts in Dud¬ 
ley is a pilot project where scrap metal sell¬ 
ers have to provide fingerprints. 

The borough became the first place in the 
country where scrap dealers have been pro¬ 
vided with record books and ink pads. Signs 
have been installed at scrapyards letting 
people know that if they want to sell metal 
they will be asked for their fingerprints. 

Supt Angie Whitaker, head of Operation 
Steel in the West Midlands, said: “Metal 
theft ranges from bits of lead taken from 
peoples’ windows to large-scale organised 
crime involving big business, railways, 
power supplies and phone cables.” 

Recorded offences in Sandwell have 
plunged by 55.4 per cent since spring last 
year.

A FILE ON Dudley Castle’s archaeological 
digs has been returned - 21 years after a 
student borrowed it 

Former Wolverhampton University his¬ 
tory student Jodie Keane - now a BBC pro¬ 
ducer in London - posted back the book 
after discovering it in her attic. 

She said: “I was at the university from 
1988 to 1991. In my final year, along with 
three other students, I put together a proj¬ 
ect on Dudley Castle.

The 50-page publication, entitled Dudley 
Castle Archaeological Project, offers an 
insight into excavations between 1983 and 
1985 and highlights finds from the castle.

Jodie said: “I 
recently moved house and finally sorted 
through all the boxes in the attic and came 
across this file.” A castle spokeswoman said: 
“It’s arrived at an excellent time as we now 
have a new archive department.”

Firm comes

A LONG-ESTABLISHED theatre group that faced an uncertain future 
over its prop storage unit being demolished has been saved by a local 
business. Dudley Little Theatre, created in 1947, appealed for help to 
find new premises before the end of May. 



They are using a site in Pelham Street, Wolverhampton, but it is being knocked down 
as part of a new housing development. Now the owners of Anchor Self Storage have come 
forward and offered them a unit at a reduced rent. The group was looking for somewhere 
within easy access of Netherton Arts Centre, where its performances are held, and member 

John Lucock says the new 
site will be “perfect”. 

Storage manager Scott 
Millington came forward 
after the theatre group’s 
plight was reported in the 
local press earlier this 
month. 

The theatre company has 
been given one of the biggest 
units on the site for the 
same rent they paid 
Wolverhampton. The firm, 
which also has a branch in 
Swindon, has hundreds of 
units in Netherton, just 
yards from the arts centre. 

Important 

Mr Millington said: “I 
read the article and I hated 
the thought of them being 
left with nowhere to keep 
their props. 

“This isn’t a financial 
thing for us. The theatre 
group is really important for 
the community and we 
wanted to help them.” 

The furniture was origi¬ 
nally kept next to the arts 
centre in the old police sta¬ 
tion - but that was demol¬ 
ished as part of the 
Netherton Regeneration 
Scheme. 

The company, which has 
more than 100 members, 
has used the Pelham Street 
unit for five years. 

Mr Lucock said: “We 
would have been really 
struggling, so we are so 
grateful to Anchor Self Stor¬ 
age for helping us out. 

“We rely on the generosity 
of the community and with¬ 
out them we wouldn’t have 
had anywhere.”

Switching back to the 
Crabtree factory story 


WHEN the Queen opens her 
copy of The Crabtree Story 
she will see photos of when 
she visited 50 years ago. 

Her Majesty was the first person to 
be sent a copy of the book that chroni¬ 
cles the history of the Walsall factory 
which, at its height, employed around 
3,000 workers. 

The company made light switches 
and was started in 1919 by John Ash¬ 
worth Crabtree. It moved from the old 
leather works in Rushall Street to 
larger premises, called the Lincoln 
works, and steadily grew to become one 
of Walsall’s largest employers. 

The Lincoln site closed in 1996 and a 
group was formed called the Crabtree 
Society. Their aim was to keep the 
memories from the factory alive. 

Among the main authors of The 
Crabtree Story were Allan Preston, 66, 
and Roy Spencer, 72, who joined the 
company as apprentices. 

Allan says: “John Crabtree was an 
amazing person - not only was he a 
skilled business man, engineer and 
designer but he was a wonderful artist 
as well. The company meant so much

to the people of Walsall and in the 
1980s they had around 3,000 employ¬ 
ees. 

“We decided to write a book. It has 
taken us 10 years to put it all together.” 

Hotel 

Today (Thursday, May 24) the Crab¬ 
tree Society is holding a book launch at 
the Lyndon House Hotel, which used to 
be the old leather works where the 
business first began. It is hoped that 
former employees, relatives and other 
interested parties will go along to the 
hotel from 4pm onwards to look at the 
pictures, video footage and memora¬ 
bilia from the factory. 

In 1919 John Crabtree started his 
search for suitable premises in Birm¬ 
ingham but Walsall become attractive 
due to a need for work in the town. 
Within 12 months the company was 
employing around 100 staff producing 
the Crabtree Quick Make and Break 


light switch at the former leather 
works of John Leckie & Co. 

By 1923 the works in Rushall Street 
were so overcrowded it was necessary 
to rent a music hall and disused church 
in the town. Roy says: “Those early 
days were hard and a diary of one of the 
workers, Cyril Summerton, told us 
how John Crabtree bought six packets 
of candles and a bag of scrap hexagon 
nuts to be used as candle holders so 
workers could see in the bad light. 
However, in 1920 he treated the staff to 
a fish and chip supper with bottles of 
Guinness. 

In 1923 John Crabtree found a 
seven-acre green field site in Dark 
Lane, less than one mile from the 
Rushall Street factory. The factory was 
named Lincoln Works after the Ameri¬ 
can president Abraham Lincoln, who 
Crabtree admired. 

The company had been family 
owned, but in 1972 it was taken over by 
Eveready and its shares were sold. The 
present owners are Siemens, and Crab¬ 
tree is still a brand within the company. 

Proceeds from the sale of the book 
will go to the Electrical and Electronics 
Industries Benevolent Association.

End for landmark 
silos drawing near 

TWO landmark silos, which were once part of Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s British Sugar factory, could finally be demolished 
this month. 

The 230ft structures, which can be seen for miles 
around, have remained on the 67-acre site since produc¬ 
tion ceased in 2002. 

Now plans have been lodged for a multi-million pound 
redevelopment project including 150 homes, a hotel, 
supermarket and railway station. 

Business units, a restaurant, care home and creche are 
also planned to help breath new life into the site. 

Outline designs for the Silverwoods development, which 
could create more than 400 jobs, have been submitted to 
Wyre Forest District Council by the St Francis Group. 

Bosses said today that they would looking to demolish 
the twin silos as soon as planning permission is granted 
for the scheme. 

No details of how they will be knocked down has been 
released yet. Spokeswoman Laura Butler said today: “The 
silos will hopefully be scheduled for demolition in June or 
July.” The developers have been working closely with the 
district council on the plans which would see the railway 
halt created for the Severn Valley Railway as part of the 
scheme. 

Sports pitches and a play area would also be created.

ARTISTS, music groups and residents have drawn the battle lines to 
save Kidderminster Library’s closure-threatened gallery. Around 50 
people attended a public meeting to launch the Save Kidderminster 
Library Gallery Campaign. 

A Friends group will be established and a 
petition has been started to force council 
bosses to rethink controversial changes to 
the building. The second floor gallery is 
used for concerts, art exhibitions and coffee 
mornings. 

But Worcestershire County Council 
wants to turn it into offices for almost 140 
social care workers. 

Under the plans the Steinway grand 
piano would be moved from the gallery to 
the first floor where a new performance 
area would be created near the computer 
section. 

But music groups, including Kiddermin¬ 
ster Classical Music Society, fear it will not 
be suitable for concerts. Council bosses say 
artists would still be able to display their 
work elsewhere in the building. 

But speakers at the meeting, held at the 
Boar’s Head, Worcester Street, last week 


said the closure of the gallery, which opened 
in 1996, would be a great loss. 

Chairman of artists group KAF Cre- 
atives, Heather Wastie said: “The gallery is 
one of the town’s best assets and we should 
be celebrating it and not looking at it as an 
empty space.” 

Ray Harrowing, a member of Kiddermin¬ 
ster Choral Society and the Hill Organ Pro¬ 
motion Society, said: “I consider the gallery 
the best exhibition and performance space 
not just in Kidderminster but in the whole 
of Wyre Forest.” 

Graham Kiteley, who is chairman of Kid¬ 
derminster Classical Music Society, said he 
feared the new performance area would 
deter musicians from playing at the library. 

The council has defended its plans saying 
it will save money on operating costs. 


Have your say on 
proposal to turn 
off street lights 

PEOPLE in Wyre Forest are being asked for their views on 
plans to turn off or dim street lights at night to save money. 
Worcestershire County Council wants to carry out pilot 
schemes in parishes across the county, including Stourport, 
Bewdley and Kidderminster, to test the impact which will

and costs. 

The council is responsible 
for 52,000 street lights and 
8,000 illuminated road 
signs, which cost about 
£2million every year and 
account for 21 per cent of 
the area’s C02 emissions. 

County councillor John 
Smith has written to all 
parish councils across 
Worcestershire asking if 
they would be interested in 
taking part in the pilot. 

Local residents are now 
being asked if they would be 
willing for any of their local 
street lights to be switched 
off or dimmed for a period 
during the night and what 
problems it might cause.

Name everyone should 
recognise and celebrate 


FRANK Foley was a 
man whose efforts 
during the war mark 
him out as a true local 
hero. 

He risked his own life to 
save the lives of thousands of 
others and has been 
described as the ‘British 
Schindler’. 

His name should be one 
that everyone in Dudley 
recognises and celebrates. 

That’s one of the reasons 
why I decided to organise a 
memorial lecture in his 
honour. I wanted to give 
local people the chance to 
honour this great man’s 
memory, pay tribute to his 
courage and discuss what we 
can learn from his amazing 
life’s work 

The first lecture was held 
in 2008 and delivered by 
Michael Smith, Foley’s biog¬ 
rapher and the man who 
helped bring him to public 
prominence. 

This year’s lecture took 
place last Friday and I 
arranged for it to be deliv¬ 
ered by the Speaker of the 
House of Commons, John 
Bercow ME 

His role as Britain’s most 
senior Parliamentarian and 
his reputation for campaign¬ 
ing against racism and prej¬ 
udice meant he was the ideal 
person to honour a man who 
risked his life to defend 
freedom and democracy in 
this country. 

Frank Foley served in the 
army in the First World War, 
before becoming an Intelli¬ 
gence Officer - a spy - in 
1918. He worked under-

cover, posing as the Passport 
Control Officer in pre-war 
Berlin recruiting agents and 
acquiring key details of 
German military research 
and development 
He had no diplomatic 
immunity and could have 
been arrested at any time, 
but he risked his own life to 
save Jews threatened with 
death by the Nazis, forging 
apers, harbouring people in 
is own home, even going 
into concentration camps to 
get Jewish families out. 

After the war he retired to 
Stourbridge where he lived 
in complete anonymity until 
his death in 1958.

Project to link zoo 
and museum doser 


WORK is set to start in the com¬ 
ing weeks on a long-awaited 
project to link Dudley Zoo and the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

A new joint entrance will be built for both 
sites with a link road and a new car park in 
a bid to attract one million visitors a year. 

The Castle Hill regeneration project 
kicked off in April when work started on the 
new £6 million archives building in Tipton 
Road. The next phase of the scheme is 
expected to begin sometime in June. 

It is hoped the work will be complete by 
the end of the year.The project includes a 
new joint entrance and visitor centre for the 
attractions so people can pay to access all 


the sites together. A new road will also run 
between the museum and zoo, while a car 
park with up to 1,000 spaces will cater for 
all the sites. 

The road will run from near the former 
Trading Post premises in Castle Hill to the 
back of the museum in Tipton Road. It will 
also provide access to Dudley Canal Trust at 
the back of the museum. The plans became 
a reality when a bid for £4.5m of European 
funding was approved last year. 

Dudley Council leader David Sparks said: 
“Preparations are well under way on the 
Castle Hill regeneration project, which is 
expected to bring thousands of extra visitors 
to the attractions, and work is expected to 
start shortly.”

Back to school for lessons on thrills and skills of hill climbing

IT DOESN’T get the hype of 
Formula One, but there’s a 
superb motorsport venue in the 
West Midlands where you don’t 
have to get the thrills second¬ 
hand. 

Speed hill climbing is one of the oldest 
forms of motorsport, dating back to 1886, 
and at entry level at least is among the most 
accessible - it doesn’t have to break the 
bank to have a go. 

In fact, barely modified road-going cars 
can compete on the testing 1,470m course 
at Loton Park, near Shrewsbury. You can 
even have a lot of fun (and learn something 
about both you and your car) in a diesel 
economy hatchback with just 75bhp on tap 
and skiddy low rolling resistance tyres, as I 
did when I spent a day at the Hagley & Dis¬ 
trict Light Car Club’s driving school. 

Other pupils’ cars ranged from a Porsche 
911 to a well-used Peugeot estate and from 
a classic MG Midget to a brand new ‘kit 
car’. The drivers included club members 
refining their skills on the Loton Park hill, 
those putting themselves well along the 
road to their first competition licence, or 



simply drivers who want to put themselves 
or their cars through their paces away from 
the dangers of public roads. 

Another positive of hill climbing for the 
novice or the nervous is you don’t have to 
worry about anyone else: unlike circuit 
track days you’re on your own, and not sur¬ 
rounded by other drivers of unknown abili¬ 
ties or temperament. 

One of the beauties of the driving school 
is that you don’t need a high performance, 
high cost beast: much of the challenge on 
the 12-foot wide track with hardly a 
straight bit of road is learning to properly 
control the car into, through and out of 
corners. 

You learn how to get all your braking and 
gearchanging done before you start to turn 
into the corner; to be smooth through the 
bend and then when and how best to accel¬ 
erate to the next twisty bit. 

The driving school begins with a short 
classroom session and then you walk the 
course, with instructors helping you to 


analyse the corners with the help of cones 
to mark turning in points, the apex of each 
corner and its exit point. After half a dozen 
runs, the cones disappear but your new 
found skills don’t, as you’ve hopefully 
gained an understanding of the need and 
techniques of this precise style of driving. 


This isn’t a competitive day - the runs 
aren’t timed - but you will know yourself 
how, once your technique has improved, 
you can carry more speed through the 
corners. 

That means, no matter what the car, 
higher speeds on the straighter bits and a 


faster finish. It’s very satisfying, too, when 
you know you’ve got it right. 

The club is holding two more driving 
schools this year, at a cost of £175 per driver, 
on July 11 and August 8.

YOU DON’T need an abacus to help you count 
the number of affordable rear-wheel drive 
coupes available to buy in the UK these days.

To a certain degree it has, 

geous for a car firm to build 
yet another low C02 car that 
will earn it copious gold 
stars among the green lobby. 
And all the while this is hap¬ 
pening, Mazda’s MX-5 
remains unchallenged. 

This situation could be 
about to change, as a part¬ 
nership between Toyota and 
Subaru has produced some¬ 
thing that was commonplace 
a few decades ago: a rear- 
wheel drive, front-engine 
coupe promising thrills for 
sensible money. 

Toyota has more form in 
this department than 
Subaru thanks to genera¬ 
tions of modestly powerful 
coupes and roadsters, and its 
GT86 model boasts a last 
generation Celica-esque 
footprint and edgy, wedge¬ 
like profile. 

It’s a Toyota with a twist, 
however. The corporate- 
level connection between 
the two firms resulted in 
Subaru sharing develop¬ 
ment responsibilities and 
donating its trademark flat 
four ‘Boxer’ petrol engine. 

Sensible 

The end result is a thor¬ 
oughly modern Toyota 
inside and out powered by a 
quirky 2.0-litre Boxer motor 
that’s got more in common 
with a turbo-nutter Impreza 
than a Prius. 

One thing is missing 
though, and that’s a tur¬ 
bocharger. Toyota - and 
Subaru - have eschewed 
forced induction in a bid to 
keep the engine’s power 
output at a sensible - and 
wallet-friendly - 197bhp. 

Predictably with such an 
engine, most of the action 
kicks off once past 4,000 
revs, which means you’ll 
need to work hard for your 
thrills. 

Fortunately the GT86’s 
manual gearchange is short 
and accurate, which makes 
keeping the motor on the 
boil a straightforward activ¬ 
ity in any of the six gears. 
Opt for the labour-saving 
auto ‘box and you get 
gearchange paddles and a 
funky throttle blip on down- 
changes. 

Despite the promise of 
tuning bits from famed 
Japanese tuner TRD, Toyota 
isn’t offering any go-faster 
engine parts for the GT86. 

If you want more power, 
you’ll need to look to the 
aftermarket tuner commu¬ 
nity. Thankfully you won’t 
be starved of choice or 
expertise as many have 
earned their spurs on 
Subaru’s Impreza and 
Legacy models. 

Why the focus on power? 
It’s fair to say that the GT86 
could easily handle a dollop 
more of the stuff; its base 
set-up is pleasingly neutral 
and the car’s compliant ride 
is never in the mood to bite 
you despite the rear-wheel 
drive layout. 

As such, you can hoon to 
your heart’s content, confi¬ 
dent that sideways action 
can be caught quickly and 
safely, thanks in part to the

car’s impressive composure 
and accurate and commu¬ 
nicative steering. 

If you want to fully appre¬ 
ciate what the GT86 can do, 
you’ll need some track time. 
Here the car comes alive as 
you have the space to extend 
the engine and tap into its 
modest torque band located 
at the top end of the rev 
range. You can play it neat 
and tidy or hang it out on 
every bend - either approach 
will make you smile. 

While this is all great 
news for track day fans, you 
still have to live with the car. 
In this context, Toyota has 
done a good job with the 
cabin; dark soft-ish touch 
plastics abound and you sit 
suitably low down in sup¬ 
portive seats. The main con¬ 
trols are simple and 
intuitive to operate, and 
there’s enough storage 
space for phones, drinks, 
maps and the like. 

Bucket 

In a nod to everyday 
motoring, the GT86 comes 
with two rear bucket seats 
but, realistically, their exis¬ 
tence is more for decoration. 
Fold them down and you’ve 
got a straight-through load- 
space that’s usefully flat and 
leads back to the easily 
accessible boot. 

Factor in a good level of 
standard kit - electric 
windows, decent audio, 
climate control, Bluetooth, 
keyless ignition - and the 
only remotely essential 
extra is satnav for a few 
hundred pounds if you don’t 
fancy coughing up for 
leather seats. 

The GT86 isn’t Toyota’s 
replacement for the Celica, 
and neither is it a direct rival 
for the countless hot hatches 
that have appeared since 
that car’s demise. 

This rear-drive coupe is, 
however, an intriguing and 
affordable alternative to the 
likes of Nissan’s 370Z plus 
Volkswagen’s Scirocco and 
the other compact German 
luxury coupes that are in a 
higher price bracket and 
can’t match the Toyota for 
agility and driver involve¬ 
ment.

It has all the hallmarks of a banana skin for the Midlands 
light middleweight champion on Friday June 22, who steps 
into the ring defending a 15-fight unbeaten record. 


Despite his belts, little is 
known about the 22-year-old

home nations but he’s also 
undefeated, with 10 wins 
and four stoppages. 

However, Ball insists all 
he wants is to be pushed as 
he looks to emulate his oppo¬ 
nent and break through the 
glass ceiling and into the 
English title picture. 

As it’s a 10-round fight, 
the 27-year-old’s bout 
should make the cut for live 
transmission and ‘the Black 
Country Bully’ wants to 
make a statement.

“I have had my learning 
fights, I want to see how far 
I can get in this sport and 
that means being tested. 

“If I keep winning over a 
title distance, something has 
got to happen sooner or 
later, and another one gets 
me up there. 

“On paper, this guy is no 
mug and I was offered a few 
I might have walked over, 
but I don't want that.

As O'Connor ruled the 
wound to A1 Harbi’s right 
eye was caused by a clash of 
heads, it was scored a draw 
but Ball said it was a punch. 

That would have handed 
him the win and his fury was 
compounded when Andrew 
Lowe, who Ball stopped for 
the area crown last year, 
landed an English title shot. 

Ball said: “I feel I should 
be in contention for the 
English title and look who 
has got the opportunity, 
someone who I have 
knocked out!”
